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CSULB submits proposals for a shot at $17.2 million | 


Multiple CSU 
campuses are 
competing for the 
funding.

The Cal State University cam- 
puses are competing for $17.2 mil- 
lion in funding, and on Friday, Cal 
State Long Beach threw its hat into 
the ring. 


Gov. Jerry Brown’s most recent 
budget proposal sets aside $10 mil- 
lion in funding to the CSU to improve 
student success through technology. 
CSU Chancellor Timothy P. White has 
also set aside an additional $7.2 mil- 
lion for academic and student success 
programs. 

Campuses were asked to submit pro- 
posals in four different categories: prov- 
en course redesign, promising course 
redesign, academic and student success 
programs and electronic advising- 

The winning proposals will be 
funded by the $17.2 million. 

“TThe CSU] wants to make sure 
we're allocating to projects that will 
improve student success, improve ac- 


cess to courses and to improve gradu- 
ation rates,” said Lynn Mahoney, asso- 
ciate vice president for undergraduate 
studies. 

CSULB submitted 11 course rede- 
sign proposals and six proposals for 
funding for several programs, includ- 
ing Equal Opportunity Education, 
Beach Learning Community and an 
undergraduate research program for 
sophomores, according to Mahoney. 

“Our primary focus is to improve 
student learning,” Mahoney said. “It’s 
all about student success.” 

Mahoney said the proposals are not 
meant to serve as CSU-wide changes 
but rather to facilitate increased access 
to the CSU by allowing campuses to 


independently improve their students’ 
academic achievement. 

When students move through col- 
lege quicker, access to the CSU for 
prospective and current students in- 
creases, Mahoney said. 

Although one of the main purposes 
of the funds is to open up “bottleneck” 
courses — high-demand classes that 
are necessary for graduation — CSU 
Spokesman Erik Fallis said that a va- 
riety of reasons why classes become 
jammed leads to multiple solutions for 
the problem. 

“There are a lot of things that can be 
done, even within the definition of bot- 
tlenecks,” Fallis said. “There are a lot 
of different ways to get to the problem, 


and there are a lot of different ways 
technology can help that problem.” 

Though the, state budget has not 
been finalized, Fallis said, the CSU 
needs to make decisions on how to 
use the additional funding allocated 
to it, even if that money isn’t in the 
bank yet. 

“We can’t move at the same rate 
as the state Legislature,” Fallis said. 
“We're talking about things that in- 
volve long-term planning. If we waited 
to know what our state budget would 
be, we wouldn’t have time to imple- 
ment these.” 

Mahoney said that the selected pro- 
posals should be announced in early 
July.

CSULB Sailing Team to set sail in China 


The team will 
compete in the Pan- 
Pacific Intercollegiate 
Regatta.

The nationally ranked Cal State 
Long Beach Sailing Team is turning 
its sails toward China for next month. 

Five of the CSULB Sailing Team’s 
top sailors will represent the U.S. 


in Xiamen, China, in a competition 
against 13 Chinese college teams in 
the Pan-Pacific Intercollegiate Re- 
gatta from July 15 to 17. The five 
sailors include team members Mark 
Ryan, John Hill, Nicholas Santos, Ty- 
ler Webb and Sailing Team President 
Shane Young. 

Young said that when Mary Bar- 
ton of the Long Beach-Qingdao As- 
sociation asked the team three weeks 
ago to compete in China, he immedi- 
ately said yes. 

“At first it seemed like a far- 
fetched idea,” Young said. 

Long Beach and Qingdao have 
been sister cities for 30 years, ac- 
cording to Young. In the past, the re- 


hopes to raise $12,000 to cover air- 


lationship brought Long Beach musi- 
cian Jim Fleishman and local band, 
The Wilsons, to China. 

Both Fleishman and The Wilsons 
are expected to speak at the team’s 
fundraiser at Long Beach Yacht Club 
on Thursday, according to Young. 
Through the fundraiser, the team 


fare and accommodation expenses 
for the trip to China. 

Young and his older brother, 
Chase, resurrected the self-coached 
team in 2010 and brought it to victory 
in last month’s Southern Conference, 
where CSULB sailed against Univer- 
sity of Southern California; Univer- 
sity of California, Los Angeles; and

With plans for the trip to China 
set into motion only three weeks ago, 
Shane Young said the team has a lot 
to accomplish within a short time pe- 
riod, including training. 

While the team usually practices 
on boats called Club FJs, it plans to 
race a larger keelboat called a J/80 in 
next month’s competition, according 
to Shane Young. The team plans to 
practice until it departs. 

The team’s president said he has 
never before sailed a J/80, which are 
twice the size of CFJs and “a com- 
pletely different game.” While the

Cal State Long Beach fashion stu- 
dents can strut through campus with 
pride. 

CSULB’s fashion merchandising 
and design program was ranked among 
the top 50 best fashion schools in the 
U.S. in April by Fashion-Schools.org. 

Among private and public design 
schools across the nation, the website 
has ranked CSULB No. 38 for the 
2012-13 school year. 

The team of writers, designers, re- 
searchers and developers behind the 
website put out various lists of colleges 
and base their rankings on “academic 
reputation, admission _ selectivity, 
depth and breadth of the program and 
faculty, and geographic location.” 

Director of CSULB’s FMD program 
Suzanne Marshall said that as proud as 
she is of the achievement, she hopes to 
do even better in the future. 

“T think it’s certainly an honor, yet 
at the same time, we would hope to be 
ranked even higher as the years go on,” 
she said,

dinghies that the team normally uses 
house two sailors — a crew member and 
a skipper — the J/80 accommodates five 
sailors, each with different responsibili- 
ties. 

“All five people are doing five differ- 
ent things at the same time, all to achieve 
the same goal,” he said. 

Shane Young said that while steering 
the sailboat, a sailor must also examine 
the surrounding wind and water. He said 
a sailor must look at how the sun is re- 
flecting off the water to determine when 
wind is approaching, from where and 


how strong it will be. 

“My best friend once told me, ‘sailing 
is a thinking man’s sport,” Shane Young 
said. 

He said the team is excited to sail in 
Long Beach’s aquatic counterpart. 

“We've never been to Asia,” Shane 
Young said, “[but] we have a goal to win 
the regatta. It’s not a pleasure cruise.” 

The team is collaborating with found- 
er and Chairman of the U.S.-China 
Yachting Association Eliot Clauss and 
other contacts in China to glean knowl- 
edge of the course and “local secrets,” 
according to the team president. 

“(We will be sailing] at a foreign ven- 
ue, on a foreign boat,” Shane Young said. 
“There is different current, different wind 


and so many other factors involved.” 

Shane Young said that the team 
owes a lot of its success to CSULB 
alumnus Steve Flam, a professional 
sailor who sailed for the team decades 
ago. He said although the team cannot 
afford to pay an official coach, Flam 
shares his wisdom and tips with the 
team’s sailors. 

Shane Young said he loves sailing be- 
cause it’s challenging, team building and 
ever changing. 

“So many factors make sailing a chal- 
lenging sport, and we’re up to the chal- 
lenge,” he said.

CSU Board of Trustees announces 
five i Bagot us en in io ace

While the search for a new Cal 
State Long Beach president has yet to 
begin, the Cal State University Board 
of Trustees has appointed five new 
presidents in its 23-campus system. 

According to the CSU website, the 
new presidents at Cal State Domin- 
guez Hills, Cal State Fresno, Cal 
State Los Angeles, Cal State Mon- 
terey Bay and Cal State Stanislaus 
will begin their respective terms on 
or before September 1. 

“We’ve had a number of [presiden- 
tial] positions to replace in the past 
few years,’ CSU Spokesman Erik 
Fallis said. “The overall trend has 
been an issue of retirement.” 

After serving as interim president 
since June 2012, Willie J. Hagan 
is now the permanent president of 
CSUDH, according to the CSU web- 
site. 

Eduardo M. Ochoa, previously an 
interim president, is now president of 
CSUMB, according to the website. 

While the majority of the new 
presidents have previously held posi- 
tions within the CSU, incoming CSU 
Fresno President Joseph I. Castro has 
no prior experience working in the 
CSU. 

According to the CSU website, 
Castro previously served as the vice 
chancellor of student academic af- 
fairs at the University of California, 
San Francisco. 

While not all of the new presidents 
have CSU experience, Fallis said all 
of them are qualified for their new 
positions. 

“[ The five new presidents] clearly 
have an established relationship on 
their campuses,” Fallis said. “They 


have done a great job of working col- 
laboratively with students and fac- 
ulty.” 

According to the CSU website, 
former provost and vice president of 
academic affairs at CSU Fresno, Wil-

liam A. Covino, will start his term as 
president of CSULA on Sept. 1. 

Joseph F. Sheley, who previously 
served as interim president of CSU 
Stanislaus since June 2012, is now 
president.

“We are getting three labs remod- 
eled,” Marshall said. “The main one 
we’re starting this summer is our com- 
puter lab. We’ll get new configurations, 
new computers, new stations — every- 
thing is going to be redone.” 

She said the next to be revamped is 
the program’s design lab, which is used 
for sewing and construction. 

CSULB alumna Breana Chew, who 
graduated from the program this spring, 
said it was the hands-on experience she 


received from the program that better 
prepared her for a career in fashion. 

“T think having the big fashion show 
[Campus Couture] at the end of the year 
helps,” said Chew, who was the public 
relations coordinator for this year’s fash- 
ion show. “We had great resources, the 
instructors are very knowledgeable, and 
they’ve been in the industry themselves, 
so they know what they’re talking about.” 

Marshall said the fashion show is a 
good way to train leaders because it’s one 
of the biggest student-organized events. 

“Even though you're not in the fashion 
show per say, because the fashion show 
happens, it’s good for all of [CSULB],” 
Marshall said. “The more we get our 
name out there, the better leaders we re- 
cruit or train, the better it is for the pro- 
gram, which is what I tell all my students 
all the time.” 

This year, LA Fashion Week Produc- 
er Mikey Koffman attended the fashion 
show and chose five CSULB students to 
take to the October event. 

Although Koffman was supposed to 
choose only one student for the emerg- 
ing designer category for LA Fashion 
Week, Marshall said Koffman could not 
make up her mind and chose two. 

“There are only five designers in 
the emerging designers category, and 
[CSULB] now gets to occupy two of those 
spaces,” Marshall said. “I think that alone 
will give our program a huge boost.” 

Marshall said Koffman also chose 
three other students to be in the vendor 
room at the LA Fashion Week event, 
where each student will be able to 
showcase three garments each. 

“That is such a privilege because 
that usually costs thousands of dollars,” 
Marshall said. 

Chew said she is proud to have grad- 
uated from the FMD program. 

“T hear a lot of good things that em- 
ployers say about CSULB students, es- 
pecially the fashion merchandising and 
design [program],” Chew said. “I am 
just very proud to have been part of it.” 

Marshall said CSULB’s reputation as 
a successful design school isn’t benefi- 
cial for just the FMD program but also 
for the entire campus as a whole. 

“The more people [the fashion in- 
dustry] knows from CSULB, the better 
they think about the college in general,” 
Marshall said. “More people will want 
to come here, and it elevates the school 
in everybody’s eyes. People will sud- 
denly know we have a design school, 
and that’s one other thing we can be 
known for.”

Sen. Elizabeth Warren is fighting for college students’ needs 


With student loan interest rates set to double 
from 3.4 to 6.8 percent on July 1, it leads students 
to wonder about the legislators behind the scenes 
and which ones fight for their needs. 

When thinking of American politicians, big 
names like Former Secretary of State Hillary 
Clinton and New Jersey Gov. Chris Christie may 
come to mind. But do they fight for students’ 
needs? 

Which government officials currently have the 
best interest of students in mind? 

A relative newcomer, Sen. Elizabeth Warren 
(D-Ma.) has been making headlines after she 
tackled two of the largest economic issues in this 
country. 

Recently, Warren proposed a new bill that 
would set the interest rates for federal student 
loans at 0.75 percent, a rate that is currently 
enjoyed by large banks through loans from the 
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Federal Reserve. 

The name of the bill, “Bank on Students Loan 
Fairness Act,” symbolically touches on the issues 
of banking and student loans, issues that Warren 
has devoted her career toward. 

While she focuses on the student debt issue, 
Warren has been tackling other controversial 


’ issues with a very middle- 


class agenda. 

As a member of the 
Senate Banking Com- 
mittee, Warren’s main agenda was to question 
the contention that many of the country’s largest - 
banks were too big for criminal prosecution, after 
the financial crises and mistakes over the past 
several years. 

Oftentimes, sanctions against banks end up as 
settlements through fines. 

Unfortunately, little has been done to change 
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the leadership of the banks due to the settlements 
reached. 

Warren has repeatedly pushed for criminal 
prosecution of individuals in charge of these big 
banks for the crimes they have committed. 

Challenging current Atty. Gen. Eric Holder in 
a hearing, Warren grilled him about big banks’ 
progress since the collapse 
of the housing bubble. 

“Tt has been almost five 
years since the financial 
crisis, but the big banks are still too big to fail,” 
Warren said in a Huffington Post article. 

“Attorney General Holder’s testimony that 
the biggest banks are too-big-to-jail shows once 
again that it is past time to end too-big-to-fail,” 
Warren said. 

Right now, students are struggling financially, 
but many have managed to make it through their . 
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studies despite high student loan interest rates. 

As financial aid checks are sent out in the fall, 
many students will be left wondering about the 
bill after their college experience. What kind of 
job market will there be for students upon gradu- 
ation? 

If conditions don’t improve, is getting a mas- 
ter’s degree a viable option? Will we be able to 
afford retirement? 

These are all important questions that, 
through people like Warren, should be answered 
in a way that meets the needs of concerned 
students. 

If there is a Senate session on Halloween, I 
expect Warren to show up, dressed appropriately 
as Robin Hood.

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Bradley Manning should be viewed as a patriot, not a traitor 


Bradley Manning may very well be America’s 
greatest patriot, though many people don’t know 
his name. 

Known to some as the U.S. Army soldier who 
leaked hundreds of thousands of classified docu- 
ments to WikiLeaks, Manning’s heroic act of 
patriotism may land him in prison for life. 

Although his leak of classified documents was 
illegal under U.S. law, Manning’s moral decision 
to keep the American public informed about the 
inner workings of an often corrupt U.S. govern- 
ment was both commendable and honorable. 

Before divulging what information Manning 
actually leaked, it is important to realize that most 
of what Manning leaked was relatively benign. 

According to Al-Jazeera, the estimated 
700,000 documents that Manning leaked were 


comprised of intelligence reports, videos and 
diplomatic reports. 

As one might expect, any type of leak of sensi- 
tive material is enough to upset the U.S. govern- 
ment, 

But since Manning did not publish nuclear 
launch codes or locations of se- 
cret military outposts, it can be 
assumed that his intent to leak 
was in the right place. 

Keeping Americans informed 
of what really goes on in government, scandals 
and all, is what Manning was trying to achieve. 

Manning’s leaked documents, each of which 
are viewable on WikiLeaks’ website, make public 
what is really going on in government, something 
that American citizens should cheer about. 


If Manning were to release classified informa- 
tion that would threaten national security — and so 
far there has been no evidence confirming that — 
then support for his effort would be nonexistent. 

Because his careful leaks did not pose a direct 

threat to the U.S., Manning should be hailed as a 
modern-day saint. 

Whether Manning’s action

, pressing issue today. 
Unfortunately for Man- 

ning, the punishment for a leak of this nature is 
extremely serious. 

It is clear without a doubt that Manning will 
be sentenced to a hefty prison term. 

One of the charges that has been leveled 
against Manning, albeit unfairly, is “aiding the 


enemy.” 

If Manning is convicted of aiding the enemy, 
however vague that may be, what does that say 
about the court martial system? 

Since there is no proof that Manning leaked 
the documents in support of Al Qaeda, it is 
ridiculous for the military to accuse Manning of 
aiding the enemy. 

Instead of letting major news organizations 
decide whether or not Manning’s leaks are mor- 
ally right, it is important for the public to make 
its own decision. 

Visit WikiLeaks. The good WikiLeaks does for 
the world far outweighs any of the negative criti- 
cism it has received.

Genetically modified foods should be under larger microscope 


“Big agriculture” is what they call it these days, 
because after all, bigger is better in America. 

The Food and Drug Administration and the 
White House are in cahoots with Monsanto, 

a multinational agricultural corporation that 
controls nearly 90 percent of all genetically engi- 
neered seeds, from which nearly 90 percent of all 
corn, soybeans and cotton are grown. 

The genetic engineering of food represents 
one of the most rapid adoptions of agricultural 
technology in modern history. 

Look at the ingredients on whatever you eat 
next. Chances are, it contains soybean oil, high 
fructose corn syrup or any of a plethora of soy- 
bean or corn products. ; 

Europe is over it, however. Monsanto, as the most 
powerful pusher of genetically modified organisms 
(GMO) on Earth, is heavily opposed in the European 
Union (EU), mainly in France and Germany. 

The EU has been labeling food containing as 
little as 1 percent GMO for over a decade now.

On Memorial Day weekend, more than two 
million people in 52 countries marched the streets 
in protest of Monsanto. Some local residents also 
took part in the march, waving signs on Pacific 
Coast Highway and Second Street. 

Monsanto has had a history of marketing 
harmful products, and there’s cause for concern 
when the soybean engineer 
is also a leading producer of 
herbicide and former manu- 
facturer of DDT and Agent 
Orange. 

In 1984, the White House granted the Cabinet 
Council on Economic Affairs, rather than the 
EPA, responsibility for regulating biotechnology. 
As a result, the EPA was in charge only of regu- 
lating agricultural pesticides, while the environ- 
ment should be protected from much more. 

In March, Congress passed the “Monsanto 
Protection Act,” which took regulatory power out 
of lawmaker’s hands. Europe saw this as a red flag. 
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Farmers are looking less at their almanacs and 
more to banks and technology firms, with which 
they are contracted. 

Farmers are no longer independent to produce 
what the land allows. 

Restrictions result in decreased biodiversity, 
thus the supply of unmodified organic goods 
is low in comparison to 
GMOs. 

While GMO crops 
dominate the ever-growing 
population and our iconic 
American appetites, mass production and con- 
sumption overwhelms the ecosystem. 

GMO crops are just as harmful to the envi- 
ronment as garbage landfills, and they facilitate 
conglomerate success. 

For example, specific regions and seasons 
naturally yield different kinds of crops. 

When the land is drugged and contaminated 
with additive-filled plants to mass-produce corn 
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and soybeans year round, the biodiversity of the 
land is compromised. 

Compared to the EU, our heavily conglomer- 
ated food industry is flawed. 

Contracted farmers buy genetically modified 
products that are enhanced to resist pests, yield 
more crops successfully and bring in more revenue. 

Small farmers who don’t comply with mo- 
nopolies such as Monsanto are often pushed out 
of competing with others. 

It is for this mass production that cattle are 
injected with growth hormone, drowned in antibi- 
otics, and crammed into despicable conditions. 

The sad part is there’s no escaping it. One can 
choose tofu over a steak, but the tofu is made with 
soybeans that are overtaking the land that was 
once biologically diverse. 

Stop feeding the corporate giant. It’s destroy- 
ing our environment.

‘The Purge’ seems great in 
theory, poor in presentation

“The Purge,” a film that has been 
buzzing on the lips of anyone who has 
seen the previews, will be in theaters 
Friday. 

The film’s stars are Lena Headey 
from “Game of Thrones” and Ethan 
Hawke of “Sinister,” and the film is 
directed by James DeMonaco, who 
also produced “Insidious” and “Para- 
normal Activity.” 

“The Purge” is set in the year 2022, 
when unemployment and crime rates 
are at record lows. Families are smil- 
ing at each other over dinner, and ev- 
erything is fine and dandy.

Make an exception and root for CSUF

There is only one circumstance 
during which a Long Beach State fan 
should root for the Titans of Cal State 
Fullerton. 

LBSU fans should only hope that 
their bitter rivals from inland Orange 
County win if a CSUF victory directly 
helps a 49er team’s chances at winning 
the Big West Conference or improving 
its place in the conference standings. 
Even then, 49er fans can simply root 
for the team opposing the Titans to 
lose — somewhat avoiding the betrayal 
of cheering on a rival. 

However, as in any case, there is an 
exception. 

This weekend, the Titans will host 
UCLA in the super regional of the 
NCAA baseball tournament. CSUF is 
ranked in the top five in the country 
and has a legitimate chance to win the 
national championship. 

It is for this reason that 49er fans 
should temporarily set aside their 
allegiances and actively root for the 
Titans. 

The Big West hasn’t seen a national 
champion in any sport since 2006, when 
UC Santa Barbara won the men’s soccer 
title. The conference’s last champion in 
baseball was CSUF in 2004. 

A trip to the College World Series 
and possible NCAA championship 
would bring national attention to 
CSUF and the Big West. The confer- 
ence is much deeper now than it was 
when the Titans and Dirtbags were 
battling in the early ‘00s, but it doesn’t 
get the recognition it deserves. 

In a positive twist of fate, three Big 
West teams made the NCAA baseball 
tournament this year: CSUF, Cal Poly

and UC Santa Barbara. Two other 
teams, the Dirtbags and UC Irvine, 
were a couple wins away from having 
a strong case for an NCAA tournament 
bid themselves. 

This was a step up from last year, 
when the Titans were the only team 
from the Big West to make the post- 
season. The growing success of teams 
in the conference led to the increased 
number of NCAA tournament berths, 
and success in the tournament would 
be very beneficial to Big West teams in 
the future. 

Cal Poly and UCSB each got 
knocked out in the regional round of 
the NCAA tournament, but CSUF has 
a chance to represent the Big West on 
the biggest stage of college baseball: 
the College World Series. 

CSUF upperclassmen Michael 


Lorenzen, Richy Pedroza and Carlos 
Lopez have been providing the 
leadership and contributions neces- 
sary to bring the Titans to this point. 
Freshmen starting pitchers Thomas 
Eshelman and Justin Garza have been 
frustrating hitters all year long. 

As many Big West teams discovered 
this year, the Titans always find a way 
to win. If they can do that in the late 
stages of the NCAA tournament, the 
Big West will get the attention it’s 
missed for almost a decade. 

It may be difficult, maybe even 
impossible, but fans of LBSU and any 
Big West school should put their faith 
behind the Titans for the good of the 
conference. 

If you can’t bring yourself to do 
that, just root for the team opposing 
CSUF to lose.
